The*annottnoement In Waahington 
that OoVemor Cox atanda In perfect 
accord wlth)Pre8ldent Wilaon hi taken

j against which .senator 1 hu ding and all 
I of his lieutenants here are ready to 
make the light of their political lives. 

Even before Sunday's White House 
conference was concluded. Senator
